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.- Receiv'd your Letter bearing date the 23d. of March 1692. Whetein 
you informed me of Capt. Fames Man, and how he kath managed his 
affairs and his ſucces therin. certainly mr. Pedee did very ill by endeavour- 
ing to wrong him, but it hath proſpered accordingly as may. appear by the 
following account of the Voyage which "according to your defire 1 have 
taken word by word from Claws Peterſon's own mouth. viz, © ©. 
- Afﬀoon as Capt. Men carne into this Harbour he was turned out of the 
Ship then cal'ed the Hambyerough» Merchant,of about 800 Tuns 8& 26 Gunns; | 
and . was new named the Goldex $wn, bearing that figure on her ſtearn, 
Faceb Henderſon being made Maſter and Glans Peterſon Mate under whoſe 
conduct the Ship was compleatly fited out and bound for Surrananttecare 
ry over-Capt. Van Hwven-to be Governor there; with whotn went *four 
Companies of ſouldiers, he had -{ikewife with him a young Epgliſh micts 
ehant named Charles Greenwoed to whom Capt, Van Hover deſigned to mar- 
ry his Daughter »fſoon as they ſhould land fafc and'be ſettled, All things 
femed favourable for their Voyage ſo that in few days after their fall ing 
down to the Brill they pafſed the Channet and loſl fight of the Lizzrd and 
the wind vercing about to the Northward gave them great hopes of a ſpee+ 
dy pifſage and indeed in few days they had fight of the Weftern Iſlands. 
They put into Fill for frefh water, where they abode three days and fete 
ing fail again with-the Game fmiling weather they kept on their ccurſe for 
two days without any interruption 3but on the third they ſaw the:waters 
very much difturbed ronling together till it grew into a watry mountain, 
out of the top of which Wſued a Spout, from which (eil-« large fiſh; drawn. 
up as we ſuppoſed byth: yiolence of the raotion but they immediately fired 
a gunn (the uſual way of diſpe ſing them) but the breaking of it produe'd'- 
a ivioleat ſhower of rain which continued about the ſpace-of twelve hour; '
